Nothing definite has, &s yet, been do-
cided as 1o where the ekperiment will
he conducted, but It is supposed that
some vacant room_ within the business
section of the city will be used.

As was done in New York, local firms
will ba asked to supply the furmiture,
linen, silverware, and other things nec-
casary for the success of the experiment.

The proposition will ba put up to
the policemen this afternoon, and,
should enough of them sxpress their
willingness to undertake the task, a

MeAdoo, Secretary of the
Treasury, {o diclate the organization
of the new shipping board, is under-
stood to have been responsible for the
action of Bernard N. Baker, of Balti-
more, In resigning f the, board,

The action of Mr. er came As
n complete surprise, and while all
parties concermed are refusing to
comment, it is reliably stated thal the
trouble came to a head suddeniy late
yesterday, when Mr. Haker sent his
resignation to the President

The fact that i was promptly ac-
cepted is ‘taken to mean that the
President was fully adviead of the
situation, and knew that the issue be-
tween Mr. Baker and Mr. McAdoo was
so sharply @rawn that the former
would not conuider his determination
to get cut. -

As originally drawn the shipping
bill had provided that the Eeccretary
of the Treasury should be an ex-of-
ficlo member of the board. This was
changed, however, and authority waa
vested in a board of five.

* Selected For Experience.

Mr. Baker has bean selected for a
position on the board not only be-
cause of his long experience in ship-
ping matters, but because of the val-
uable aid which he rendered the Ad.
ministration in preparing Lhe legisia-
tion and enlisting supporl for’  its
passage.

He was one of the organizers of the
Atlantle Tranaport Company, and wWas
one of the first to proposs ihat the
United States should venturs tempor-
arily intoe the shipping business as &
means of building up an Americea
merchant marine. -

It was generully understood that he
would be made chalrman of the board,
but aceording lo gossip In oficlal cir
cles today, Mr. McAdoo had planned
it otherwise.

Refuse to Disruna Matler.

The White House, Mr. McAdoo, and
Mr. Baker all refused positively to-
day to discuss the matter in any way,
although it is not denied that theé Sec
retary of the Treasury was the storm
center

While Mr. Baker was an invaluahle
ald to the Administration in getling
the shipping blll through Congress,
Mr. McAdon was the afficial sponsor
of the schemn, Consequentiy, his
friends declare, he felt that he was at
liberty to advise the board as to Its
procedure.

Geing Into the matter of pay of the
District employes historically. Mr.
Hurléy pointed out that ome of tha
fArst acls of Congress when It took
over comtrol of the District forty-
threa years ago-was to reduce the
wagea of city employes 20 per cent.

Handicap Remalns.

“Congress since thit time,” sald
he, “has never had the matter called
to ite attention .and as a conssquencs
forty-three years have passed. and
Hespite the growth af the city in
wealth and Importance and what this
meand in the way of more work and
greatar responsibilities to each indi-
vidual concerned, this handicap of 20
per cent still remains”
